DICKSON  MOUNDS  MUSEUM 

is  a  museum  of  anthropology  emphasizing  the 
American  Indian  during  prehistoric  times. 

The  exhibits  begin  with  the  earliest  evidence 
of  prehistoric  man  in  the  New  World  and 
continue  with  information  on  the  successive 
Archaic,  Woodland,  and  Mississippian  cultural 
periods.  These  cultural  periods  comprise  the 
prehistory  of  approximately  what  is  now  the 
eastern  half  of  the  United  States.  Specialized 
exhibits  on  ceramics,  mortuary  practices, 
pathology,  and  a  prehistoric  village  are 
also  presented.

In  addition  to  exhibits,  the  Museum 
has  a  SNACKBAR,  GIFT  SHOP,  RESEARCH 
LABORATORIES,  and  an  AUDITORIUM; 
and  on  the  grounds  are  a  PICNIC  AREA  and 
a  NATURE  TRAIL.  Overnight  lodging  and 
other  conveniences  are  available  nearby.

Springfield.
